All 
it has is a punched hole in the side of the case that appears to take some sort 
of bayonetted plug. 


I'd also like to get some info on the pin assignments for the connectors on the 
R-10A.

It looks like you are already several steps ahead of me on the JX17 model 
variant. I have both the commercial and military version of the SP600JX 
manuals. There is no mention of the JX17 mods. There is a supplemental page 
in the commercial manual which lists a few variants: 


SP600JL and JLX which are the low frequency models (100 khz to 29.7 Mhz) 
SP600-J25 - This model lacks the frequency control unit (crystal option) and 
the power transformer is rated for operation at 25 or 60 hertz. 


SP600's could be ordered as table units or rackmount units specifically, but 
Hammarlund doesn't appear to make any distinction in model numbers in this 
area. 


You can also try contacting my friend who is a military electronics collector 
at his US mailing address. Tom is an SP600 veteran after having owned and 
laboured over many of these units.
